that  the  student  is  fully  responsi- 
ble for  what  he  signs.  “He  should 
understand  the  contract  and  know 
the  terms  of  the  agreement  before 
he  signs  it.” 

“He  should  look  at  the  apart- 
ment and  know  how  much  he  is 
paying.”  Jones  advised  further. 
This  is  the  way  to  avoid  misun- 


derstandings and  di  s a p p oi  n t- 
ments,  Jones  explained. 

“If  a problem  arises,  the  stu- 
dent should  first  discuss  it  with 
the  landlord.  If  they  can't  work 
it  out  together,  both  should  come 
to  the  housing  office.” 

(Tlie  housing  office  is  in  C-141 
ASB.)

Bail? 
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One  student  complained  that 
students  are  often  “forced  to  live 
in  places  that  are  miserable.  ” An- 
other charged  that  much  of  the 
couples'  housing  is  “overpriced."’ 

Discussing  the  problem  of  sub- 
standard housing.  Jones  said, 
“Our  office  is  aware  that  some 
of  the  rental  facilities  are  marg- 
inal. We're  working  to  create  a 
competitive  atmosjrfiere  which 
will  improve  standards.” 

“If  anyone  calls  our  office  with 
a complaint,  we  always  send 
soneone  out  to  investigate.”  Jwies 
explained  further.  The  housing  of- 
fice receives  no  money  from  land- 
lords for  its  services.  “The  BYU 
pays  ail  costs. ' said  the  housing 
head. 

The  Provo  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce  is  also  concerned.  A 
spokesman  told  the  Universe  that 
CC  members  are  planning  a 
meeting  to  discuss  housing  in 
Provo. 

“W'e’ve  been  working  for  years 
to  Improve  conditions  for  stu- 
dent.” Jones  concluded.  “We're 
interested  in  providing  the  best 
possible  housing  for  the  students.” 

“And  we  do  it,”  he  said.

Look  at  the  senior  class  officers 
. . .they’re  smiling.  It  seems  the

of  a success.  Tickets  were  sold 
out,  group  spontaneity  was  mani- 
fest by  ad  lib  singing,  and  the  ex- 
ecutive council  received  applause 
for  being  silly  in  a skit. 

Observers  of  the  opening  social 
were  heard  to  admit  (even  in  a 
tone  of  enthusiasm)  the  barn 
dance  was  groovy. 

Mumbling  critics  are  finding 
fewer  in  class  government  to  at- 
tack cogently. 

Sophomores  lined  up  Stan  Ken- 
ton for  their  Cotillion. 

Doug  Harrell,  senior  class  pres- 
ident, talks  of  programs  designed 
for  senior  needs.

Cooperation  Key  To  Housing 


This  week  considerable  space  in  the  Daily 
Universe  is  being  devoted  to  the  discussion 
of  the  housing  situation  in  Provo.  To  date 
we  have  outlined  the  existing  problems  and 
have  made  comparisons  of  rates  and  avail- 
ability of  space. 

Now  it’s  time  we  considered  some  of 
the  positive  aspects  of  the  situation. 

Much  of  the  available  off-campus  hous- 
ing is  of  a good  standard  and  reflects  the 
joint  efforts  of  landlords,  university  hous- 
ing officials  and  studente.  The  on-campus 
housing  is  some  of  the  finest  in  the  nation 
and  is  priced  w^ell  below  comparative  units 
where  they  are  available. 

■Single  students  who  watch  contractual 
arrangements  and  discuss  potential  prob- 
lems with  their  landlords  can  find  good 
housing  within  a reasonable  distance  of 
campus.  At  present  some  of  these  facilities 
are  over-priced  with  I’espect  to  what  they 
provide  but  this  will  correct  itself  when  the 
supply  balances  the  demand  (this  has  al- 
most been  achieved  at  present) . 

BYU  is  one  of  only  a few  universities 
in  the  nation  that  has  an  administrative 
department  directly  concerned  with  the 
availability  and  standard  of  off-campus 
housing.  At  the  present  time  the  efforts  of 


this  office  are  receiving  national  recogni- 
tion. The  progress  that  has  been  made  in 
keeping  pace  with  extreme  growth  of  this 
institution  is  especially  significant  when 
consideration  is  given  to  the  fact  that  the 
University  has  no  direct  regulatory  pow’er 
over  landlords  and  must  rely  on  their  volun- 
tary association. 

But,  like  the  man  with  a new  Cadillac 
who  discovers  that  his  chauffeur  has  a hole 
in  the  seat  of  his  pants,  we  still  have  a prob- 
lem. . .The  marginal  housing  that  has  be- 
come the  inheritance  of  the  growing  mar- 
ried students  population. 

Housing  officials  have  been  concerned 
over  this  growing  problem  for  some  time 
but  there  are  some  major  obstacles  to  be 
overcome  before  it  can  be  solved.  Since  hous- 
ing married  students  has  the  lowest  profit 
margin  of  all  rentals,  marrieds  units  will  be 
the  last  to  be  constructed.  As  long  as  the 
demand  is  high  and  increases  faster  than 
construction,  progress  and  improvement  will 
be  slow. 

Only  the  constant  effort  and  attention  of 
Housing  Officials  coupled  with  the  intelli- 
gent demands  of  students  and  the  coopera- 
tion of  landlords  will  accelerate  the  clean- 
ing up  of  this  situation.  We  sincerely  hope 


the  effort  will  continue  to  be  made.

Let’s  examine  a potpourri  of 
hints  for  the  aspiring  student. 

Getting  started  is  obviously  the 
first  hurdle.  Even  though  school 
has  been  in  session  for  four 
weeks,  it’s  not  too  late  to  get 
started  right  and  keep  going.

One  usu- 
ally needs  seven  to  eight  hours 
of  uninterrupted  sleep  to  carry  on 
the  other  16-17  hours  of  awake  or 
active  time.

and  sincere  feeling  for  the  “long- 
legged  blonde’’  when  he  reveals 
to  his  partner  “She’s  in  my  gut  so 
much  we  breathe  together.” 

The  action  finally  picks  up  when 
the  would-be  pirates  go  aboard  the 
“Queen  Mary”  and  the  “heist  of 
all  time”  actually  begins.  But 
again,  as  with  the  off-beat  ro- 
mance, too  much  time  is  spent  get- 
ting ready  and  too  little  time  is 
used  for  development. 

Only  Alf  Kjellin  as  the  Nazi- 
oriented  captain  is  really  effective. 


His  emotional  portrayal  of 
feated  warrior  comes  to  a 
head  when  he  decides  to 
an  American  Coast  Guard 
rather  than  risk  capture. 

Altogether  the  movie  spenf 
of  its  time  trying  to  prove 
can’t  act,  but  it  doesn’t  t 
entirely.

Former  Uruguay  Mission  President 
Undergoes  'Conversion'  To  BYU

Professor  James  Barton,  who 
was  released  from  his  call  as  pres- 
ident of  the  Uruguayan  Mission  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  in  July,  has 
joined  the  staff  of  BYU’s  Civil 
Engineering  Dept. 

Before  being  called  to  serve  as 
mission  president,  Dr.  Barton  was 
head  of  the  University  of  New 
Mexico’s  Civil  Engineering  De- 
partment and  previously  taught  at 
the  University  of  Utah  and  at  Colo- 
rado State  University. 

He  lists  his  reasons  for  coming 
to  Provo  as  being  a desire  for  his 
children  to  have  the  experience  of 
living  in  a Mormon  community 
after  spending  most  of  their  lives 
where  people  of  their  faith  were 
in  a minority  and  a wish  to  be  in- 
volved in  the  challenges  that  the 
University  will  face  during  a per- 
iod of  growth  in  the  Church. 

While  he  was  in  South  America, 
he  discovered  that  there  were  few 
in  his  area  who  hadn’t  “heard  of 
the  Church  at  least.” 

His  three  years  as  supervisor  of 
missionary  activities  in  Uruguay 
and  Paraguay  gave  him  the  oppor- 
tunity to  have  personal  interviews 
with  the  presidents  of  both  coun- 
tries. He  was  especially  impressed 


with  Uruguay’s  president,  whom 
he  describes  as  “a  very  consci- 
entious man  who  is  really  seeking 
for  solutions  for  his  country”  dur- 
ing a severe  economic  depression. 

Dr.  Barton  teaches  students  in 
all  levels  of  his  department,  in- 
cluding Civil  Engineering  100,  a 
course  to  introduce  freshmen  to 
the  field;  a class  in  hydraulics  to 
fourth-year  students;  and  a grad- 
uate course  in  hydraulics. 


Besides  being  interested  in  water 
resources,  the  new  staff  member 
describes  himself  as  being  inter- 
ested in  what  we  do  as  a univer- 
sity in  helping  all  nations  to  im- 
prove their  standard  of  life.”  He 
also  expressed  the  desire  to  see 
BYU  “grow  to  the  proportions  that 
it  becomes  a real  world-wide  in- 
fluence spiritually.”

Is  Utah  Safe?  . . . 


Earthquake  Could  Strl 


How  safe  is  the  state  of  Utah? 


How  safe  is  the  Utah  Valley— the 
city  of  Provo  in  particular? 

Will  we  face  the  danger  of  be- 
ing destroyed  by  hot  lava  as  was 
Pompeii  in  ancient  times  or  per- 
haps being  anihilated  by  raging 
flood  waters  as  in  the  time  of 
Noah? 


Actually  these  possibilities  are 
not  as  far  fetched  as  they  first 
might  seem.  According  to  Geology 
Professor  Harold  Bissell,  Utah  is 
quite  earthquake  prone.  Between 
the  years  1847  and  1984  there  were 
263  registered  earthquakes  in  the 
state.  The  reason  for  the  quakes 
can  be  traced  to  a break  in  the 
earth’s  crust  known  as  the  Wa- 
satch Fault  which  extends  from 
Utah  to  Southern  Idaho. 


Under  similar  circumstan|| 
1906,  San  Francsico  was  ctol 
by  fire  as  the  result  of  an  I 
quake  caused  by  movement  i 
San  Andres  fault.  “Fire,’1 
Bissell,  “is  the  major  consii^ 
an  earthquake  brings.”  The 
in  San  Francisco  snapped 
the  city’s  water  mains,  t^ 
leaving  it  defenseless  agaii 
rampant  fires. 

Should  an  earthquake  of 
proportions  be  touched  off 
we  would  be  in  a much  bettei 
ation  than  were  the  San  Fri 
cans.  Due  to  the  efforts  of 
gists,  chemists,  physicists,  ai 
gineers  an  alternate  water  ^ 
using  ground  water  wells 
operate  in  emergencies.
